Many Stamps Are Needed —Thous- 
ands ol Dollars Derived In Rock 
County By War Taxation. 
The war revenue stamp tax imposed 


by an act of congress paesed June 13, 
1898, is a complicated and voluminous 
affair and business men are often- at- a 
loss to understand just .how to stamp 
their mortgages and .bonds and notes 
secured by mortgages in order to fully 
comply with the law. Oftentimes they 
place an insufficient number of stamps 
upon their legal documents and more 
often they overstamp their papers that 
they may feel assured of having met the 
demands of Uncle Sam by properly as 
sisting in overcoming the enormous ex- 
penditures of the government in the re- 
cent war with Spain. 


Eevenue stamp collectors every .week 


receive a pamphlet from the office of the 
secretary of the treasury department al 
Washington and these contain treasury 
decisions which explain the several por- 
tions of the war revenue act and clearly 
define the construction to be given the 
various clauses. Collector Yan Kaas, of 
Oshkosh, says that in several instances 
in that city 
where 
persons 
have 


executed a bond and secured 
the 


same 
with 
a 
mortgage, 
both 


papers have been stamped. 
Only one 


revenue stamp is required in such trans- 
actions as has been specified in act of 
congress, approved Feb. 
28, 
1899, 


amending "schedule A of the war reve 
nue act. The amendment to the origii 
nal act is as follows: 
''Whenever any 


bond or note shall be secured bv a 
mortgage or deed o£ trust, but one 
stamp shall be /required to be placed 
upon such papers: Pjovided that the 
stamp tax placed thereon shall be the 
highest rate required for said instru- 
ments or either of them. 


Jt will be seen by the abeve amend- 


ment that when a bond is executed'by a 
private person, and it is secured by a 
mortgage, that the tax is fifty cents on 
the bond. Also, it is evident, according 
to the tax on mortgages, that there is no 
tax 
occuring 
on a 
mortgage 
if 


the 
sum secured does 
not exceed 


§1,000, 
The 
tax on a 
mortgage 


securing a sum exceeding $1,000 and 
not exceeding .$1,200 is twenty-five 
cents. Therefore, in any case where a 
mortgage and bond are given by a pri- 
vate person for a sum not exceeding 
$1,500, the greater tax would accrue on 
the bond, and under the above amend- 
ment the bond should be stamped. After 
the secured sum of 81,500 is exceeded 
and the excess is. not greater ,than 
$2,000, the taxation on the bond and on 
the mortgage is equnl, being fiftv cents 
on each instrument. ' Whenever the tax 
is equal, it is the ruling in the office of 
the treasury that the mortgage should 
be stamped and not the bond.
